Yokohama, 10th Nov. 


The uccouuts that havo been published 
aud those reecived from private sources 
during the past week do but heighten tho 
pictnre of havoc and devastation sud death 
previously conceived, It will be weeks 
still before the doath rollis finally closed, 
months era anything like order is Testored, 
and years before those fair and prosperous 
cities and towns resutae their wonted ap- 
pearance. ‘The work of rescuing-and re- 
lioving assumes gigantic proportions, and 
itis already painfully evident that tha funds 
so readily and generously aubsoribed will 
barely do more than open chaanols along 
which succout may paés. Up ta the 
presunt time over fourtesn thousand yen 
are known to have bevo subscribed by 
Japanese dnd‘ close apon ton thousand by 
foreigners, aud there is little doubt that 
the sum totals will be steadily increased. 
Of the latter amouut, Chinese residents 
subscribed little short of two thousand 
@ollare, Relief organisations have been 
formed both bere and in Tokio as well as 
at Kobv, besides one in Nagoya iteelf, from 
the British and American missionaries 
residing in which city the first appeal 
for help resched the public enr.
